The Rarkinx Of The Orcharda. 

Thf sal king of tile orcharda will 
begin in n.any sections of the United 
States aboi:' the tliiril week in May 
not as the Iluns did It in the fruit 
lands of France, but a protective 
sacking, literally, with cheesecloth 
againat another anthleas horde, to 
wit, the "17-year looust." This pest 
will occur ovhr 21 States, coming out 
perhaps the last week In May. The 
Injury inflicted by It consists in 
splitting the tender branches of trees 
fur depoblting eggs. The greatest 
damage is to very youtg trees. Ex- 
pert advice has usually beea to de- 
ter the plaatlag ot young trait trees 
until another aeaaon; but the United 
.states Department of Agriculture, re- 
ali/cs thai 'o defer planting, parllcu- 
uarly where trees have been bought 
aiul 111' ground prep.ired. would en- 
tail a considerable loss. Therefore 
the adTlee offered is. defer planting 
until 1120 If feasible. Otherwise put 
out the trees aad proteet them with 
eheesaeloth eovarings. Such protec- 
tion can be made practically abso- 
lute. The coverings need not be pu' 
oil until the insects have emerged 
froni the irround. when it can be de- 
teruiiued whether or not they are auf 
ficiently anmaroaa to make eorerlng 
of the treas aeeeaaary.
